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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the amendment filed on May 17,

Claims 2, 13-15, 19, 21, and 25-30 have been canceled and claims 1, 3-12 
16-18, 20, and 22-24 remains in the application. 

After a search and a thorough examination of the present application and in 
light of the prior art made of records, claims 1,3-12 16-18, 20, and 22-24 are 
allowed.

Reason for Allowance

data object and said at least one key object in the same file; and 

a CLIPINFO field storing additional user information;". 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by 
the specification and are also allowed.
